WAFA said 
a meeting of the Palestine Central Council including members of 
all PLO groups was set for Aug. 3 by Council Speaker Khaled Al 
Fahoura. Top of the agenda will be the violent 11 -week-old 
rebellion of Fateh hardliner opposed to vlr. Arafat's leadership, 
and the council will discuss the work of a six-man mediation team 
appointed by the PLO's top Executive Committee to iry to rec- 
oncile the two sides. WAFA said. Representatives of all eight 
PLO groups are included on the Central Council, it will be the 
first meeting of the council since it was re-elected earlier this year.

Landslide buries

BEIRUT (R> - Bursts -of small arras fire and two bazooka 
rockets were directed Friday at Israeli positions from behind 
Syrian lines in the Lebanese Shout mountains, an Israeli military 
spokesman outside Beirut said. On ’Htursday. the Palestinian . 
news agency WAFA reported three attacks by Lebanese leftist 
guerrillas against Israeli occupation forces in Lebanon. WAFA 
said the "Lebanese National Resistance" attacked an Israeli pat- 
rol with rocket r propelled grenades near Kfar Shima. seven kil- 
ometres from Beirut’s city centre. WAFA said an explosion kno- 
cked out an Israeli vehicle and caused Israeli casualties on the 
Aaqbiye-Sarafand coastal road, between Tyre and Sidon. On the 
Oasmiye road' near Tyre, an Israeli patrol was attacked with 
rocket-propelled grenades and automatic weapons. WAFA said.

Syria has agreed to proposals put forward by 
Yasser Arafat through a Cuban mediator on 
ways to heal the rift between Damascus and 
the Palestine Liberation Organisation 
(PLO), informed Palestinian sources said 
Friday. 


i'he Cuban mediator. Levy 
Farah Balmascda. minister of cab- 
inet affairs and special envoy of 
Cuban President Fidel Castro, 
met with Mr. Arafat in Tunis Thu- 
rsday night to brief the PLO lea- 
der on the outcome of the talks he 
had vvuh Syrian Prime Minister 
Abdul Ranuf AI Kasm. Mr. Bal- 
maseda. in an interview with the 
Iordan Times, declined to specify 
the details of Mr. Arafat's pro- 
posals but the sources said they 
centred round suggestions that 
Damascus pin point differences 
with the PLO with the aim of sta- 
rting a dialogue to heal the rift. 

Mr. Arafat was expelled from 
Syria Iasi month following his cha- 
rges that. Damascus openly sup- 
ported a revolt in Fateh, the big- 
gest commando movement under 
the PLO umbrella. Syria has den- 
ied the charges. 

Saudi Arabia also has promised 
in help resolve the Syrian-PLO 
rili by using its influence with 
Syria, the sources said in Tunis. 

The Cuban envoy said that dur- 
ing the talks he had in Damascus 
with Mr. Kasm. Syria also rea- 
ffirmed its total rejection of the 
May 17 troop withdrawal agr- 
eement signed between Israel and 
Lebanon. 

The Cuban envoy was expected 
to leave for Havana later Friday. 

Last week, following an urgent 
session of the PLO Executive 
Committee, the PLO refrained 
from publicly criticising Syria for 
the rebellion in Fateh, staged by 
dissidents who are demanding a 
stepped-up armed struggle aga- 
inst Israel and a collective Fateh 
leadership. In the early stages of 
the revolt. Mr. Arafat indirectly 
implied thai "certain Arab cou- 
ntries” were behind the mutiny 
and in mid-June he openly acc- 
used the Syrians of siding with the 
rebels in Lebanon's Bekaa Valley 
where PLO forces are deployed 
alnngwith Syrian soldiers, facing 
the Israeli forces occupying Leb- 
anon. 

The Fateh leadership has dec- 
ided to strike a compromise with 
the rebels, although there is a 
strong inclination in Mr. Arafat's 
camp not to compromise, the Pal- 


estinian sources said in Tunis Fri- 
day. 

Earlier this month the Fateh 
leadership made a compromise 
gesture by replacing two military 
officers deployed in the Bekaa. 
whose appointments created a 
controversy which subsequently 
developed into the Fateh reb- 
ellion. 

The PLO is pinning its hopes of 
resolving the Fateh crisis and 
normalising relations with Syria 
only on mediation efforts lau- 
nched by a special Arab League 
committee and the Cuban mis- 
sion. the Palestinian sources said. 

The Saudi promise was made 
Juring a recent visit -\lr. Arafat 
made to the kingdom wh<*rc he 
held talks with King Fahd and sen- 
ior Saudi officials. 

Talks in Belgrade 

Mr. Arafat returned to his hea- 
dquarters in Tunis Thursday after 
a 4X-hour visit to Yugoslavia, 
where he discussed Middle East 
questions wiLh Yugoslav officials 
after earning praise for his lea- 
dership of the PLO. 

Mr. Arafat had talks with .Invan 
Dejanovic. president of the 
Communist-led Socialist alliance, 
and Dobrivoje Vidic. a member of 
the Communist Party leadership. 

The Yugoslav news agency Tan- 
iug said the talks were open and 
friendly and covered not only 
Middle East questions in general 
but also “the position of the 
. PLO.” 

Wednesday night. Yugoslav 
State President Mika Spiljak voi- 
ced praise of Mr. Arafat's PLO 
leadership, saying he had always 
overcome difficulties in the PLO 
"through democratic dialogue.” 

In a statement to Belgrade 
Radio. Mr. Arafat spoke of a plot 
against the PLO and said pro- 
blems were being imposed on the 
organisation "by some Arab cou- 
ntries.” 

But he added that mediation 
was in progress to overcome dif- 
ferences between the PLO and 
"our Syrian and Libyan bre- 
thren.” 


Fateh loyalists say 
rebels beaten back 


TRIPOLI. Lebanon (Rj Fig- 
hting flared in Lebanon's Bekaa 
Valley again Friday as Palestinian 
guerrillas loyal to ^ asser. Arafat 
said they were successfully def- 
ending their positions there aga- 
inst rebel guerrillas. 

State-run Beirut Radio said cla- 
shes broke out in the early ati- 
emoon in the village of Jdiia. 
where the rebels from within Pal- 
estine Liberation Organisation 
(PLO) Chairman Mr. Arafat's 
mainstream PLO faction Fateh 
have besieged loyalist positions 
for almost a week. 

The latest clashes, which fol- 
lowed heavy fighting in the same 
area Thursday, involved Heavy 
artillery weapons, the radio said. 

Lebanese officials said Mr. Ara- 
fat's men had asked Lebanese 
authorities Thursday night to help 
them withdraw from Jdiia and 
other embattled posts around the 
adjacent town of Shtoura. 

But a loyalist spokesman in Tri- 
poli. Mr Arafat's main remaining 
stronghold in Lebanon, denied 
that such a requesi had been made 
and said the pro- Arafat fighters 
had not lost a single position in this 
week's fighting. 

Ahmad Abdul Rahman, head 
of PLO information in Tripoli 
told reporters: "There have been 


no contacts between us and the 
Lebanese authorities in this mat- 
ter.” 

He added: "Wc are defending 
our positions, wc have not lost any 
of them." 

Mr. Arafat has on several occ- 
asions raised the possibility of wit- 
hdrawing his supporters to Tripoli 
to save further bloodshed, but Mr. 
Abdul Rahman said there had 
been no moves to put this into eff- 
ect. 

He said Syrian troops, who hav e 
overall control of the battle area 
and who support the rebels, had 
asked loyalists to abandon one 
position In Shtoura. "Wc ref- 
used.*' he said. 

He declined to give casualty fig- 
ures for the fighting, which has 
varied in intensity from sporadic 
small arms fire to heavy artillery 
and rocket exchanges. 

Reports from the Bekaa have 
also not given firm casualty fig- 
ures. but reporters said amb- 
ulances raced to and from battle 
scenes whenever fighting broke 
nut. 

Mr. Abdul Rahman said fig- 
hting began in Jdita last week 
when the rebels broke a three 
week-old ceasefire agreement lim- 
iting them to 1 2 guerrillas in the 
village.

Klibi blasts 
U.S. views 
on Lebanon 

TVNIS(R» - President Reagan’s 
v iews on the withdrawal of foreign 
troops from Lebanon are “not 
only regrettable but also dan- 
gerous. - * Arab League 
Secretaiy-General Chadli Klibi 
said Friday. 

In a prepared statement issued 
in Tunis. Mr. Klibi commented on 
a television news conference on 
Tuesday in which the U.S. pre- 
sident said he hoped the planned 
redeployment of Israeli troops 
would be a first step towards the 
withdrawal of all foreign troops 
from Lebanon. 

Speaking for the 22-member 
Arab League. .Mr. Klibi said Mr. 
Reagan's remarks signified that he 
was not taking into consideration 
the Lebanese view that a partial 
Israeli withdrawal could lead to de 
facto partition of the country. 

He said Lebanese President 
Amin Gemayel had stressed the 
danger of partition many times, 
notably during his visit to Was- 
hington last week. 

Mr. Klibi added that Mr. Rea- 
gan “establishes an organic link 
between the Israeli presence, the 
result of an aggression condemned 
by the international community, 
and the Syrian presence which is 
the result of a request from a pre- 
vious Lebanese government." 


Dollar hits 
new peak 

LONDON (Ri - The rampant 
dollar climbed still higher on 
world currency markets Friday, 
surging to yet another all-time 
high against the battered French 
franc and its highest level for eight 
years against the West German | 
mark. 

Dealers said news all week had 
convinced the markets that 
already-high U.S. interest rates 
would soon rise further, making 
the dollar an even more attractive 
investment, and in consequence 
speculators have flocked to buy 
the currency. 

The dollar was fixed in Frankfurt 
at 2.6435. its highest level since 
September 1975 and compared 
with Thursday's 2.6263. but 
below 2.64X1) touched earlier in 
the Far East. 

In Paris, it was fixed at 7.958H 
francs, a record for the third suc- 
cessive day.

Shultz says Israeli redeployment part of withdrawal 


WASHINGTON (Rj - U.S. Sec- 
retary of State George Shultz said 
Thursday IsraeTs planned troop 
redeployment in Lebanon was a 
step towards total withdrawal. 

Emerging from the White 
House with Israeli Foreign Affairs 
Minister Yitzhak Shamir and Def- 
ence Minister Moshe Arens after a 
30-minute meeting with President 
Reagan. Mr. Shultz signalled a 
narrowing of U.S.-'Israeli dif- 
ferences over the redeployment. 

Echoing public comments by 
Mr. Shamir earlier, he said Israel’s 
attitude was “that this red- 
eployment is the first stage toward 
total withdrawal in the context of 
the agreement" reached with 
Lebanon last May. 

Mr. Shultz and Mr. Shamir said 
their governments held common 
goals of a total withdrawal nf Isr- 
aeli. Syrian and Palestinian troops 
from Lebanon, restoration of 
Lebanese sovereignty and “sec- 
urity” for Israel's northern bor- 
der. 

The two Israeli ministers held 
more than 12 hours of talks with 


Mr. Shultz, new U.S. Middle East 
envoy Robert McFarlane and 
other officials which apparently 
brought the two government's 
views on Lebanon closer. 

In a television interview Thu- 
rsday. Mr. Shamir said the pla- 
nned partial withdrawal of Israeli 
troops in Lebanon "is the first 
stage" in implementing an 
Lsraeli-Lebanese agreement in 
May for an eventual complete 
pull-out. 

.. Mr. Shamir also said Israel had 
no interest in remaining "in any 
part of the Lebanon." 

His comments and similar ones 
he made to reporters Wednesday 
appeared to meet Mr. Reagan's 
hope that Israels partial wit- 
hdrawal would be one phase in* 
their agreed departure from Leb- 
anon. 

Mr. Reagan told a press con- 
ference on Tuesday: “There is 
fear that if there is simply a wit- 
hdrawal (by Israel). to another line 
and (hen a digging in... that is sim- 
ply trying to partition Lebanon 
and grab off some territory for 


themselves." 

Israeli sources said they did not 
come under pressure this week to 
cancel the redeployment plan. Bui 
U.S. officials privately voiced con-

demands. 

'Pic Maltese had indicated in 


Valletta and Madrid Thursday 
they were prepared to drop their' 
main demand for a meeting on 
Mediterranean security in return 
for a face-saving statement. 

Maltese Ambassador Evarist 
Saliba helped draft.the statement 
and sent it back to Valletta saying- 
that there was a good chance of 
reaching agreement on it Friday. 
Valletta'had replied telling him to 
withhold agreement.. 

In . Valletta, Maltese Deputy 
Prime Minister Carmeto Mifsud 
Bonoici told Reuters in an int- 
erview. that a compromise was not 
imminent. 


MOSCOW (R) —The Soviet agr- 
. cement to a new grain treaty with 
the. Uni Led States was being int- 
erpreted by Western diplomats 
here Friday as a sign that Moscow 
wants an all-round improvement 
in relations. 

Commenting on the accord in 
Vienna to sign a new five-year tre- 
aty, the diplomats said they were 
surprised the Soviet side had agr- 
eed so soon and that they had con- 
ceded to U.S. demands for higher 
purchase levels.

Following the U.S. embargo-in 
reaction to the Soviet intervention 
in Afghanistan and lifted in 
1981 --the Soviet Union held 
down its purchases. of U.S. grain 
even when other supplies were 
more expensive. 

According to the diplomats, the 
new accord indicates that the 
Kremlin now wants to restore the 
U.S. to a permanent position as 
main supplier. 
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French embassy in Iran 
given extra protection 


TEHRAiN (R) — Security has been tightened around 
the French embassy in Tehran with all streets lea- 
ding to it blocked off, after a request from the 
French government for more protection, Iran said 
Friday. 


Paris made the request after a 
man who said he represented an 
Armenian guerrilla group called 
the French news agency AFP here 
Thursday and threatened a rocket 
attack on the embassy within -IS 
hours. 

The Iranian national news age- 
ncy IRNA quoted a foreign min- 
istry official as saying the inc- 
reased security measures also inc- 
luded stationing more police aro- 
und the embassy. He made no 
mention of the Armenian threat. 

Armenian guerrillas demanding 
the release of colleagues held in 
France have claimed res- 
ponsibility for three bomb attacks 
on French targets in Tehran in the 
last week and have repeatedly 
warned that they will strike again. 

The latest threat came a day 
after five Armenians attacked the 
Turkish ambassador's residence in 
Lisbon, finally killing themselves 
and two other people.

Portuguese premier warned 

LISBON I R» — A telephone cal- 
ler claiming to be a spokesman for 
Armenian' guerrillas has thr- 
eatened the life of Portuguese 
Prime vtinister vlario Soares, a 
Portuguese news agency said Fri- 
day. 

In a call to the agency Thursday 
night the self-styled spokesman 
also vowed to avenge the deaths of 
five Armenian gunmen in an att- 
ack on the Turkish embassy here 
on Wednesday. 

He said the Portuguese police 
were responsible for the deaths 
and added: "We cannot forget it 
was vlario Soares who gave the 
police the order to intervene." 

Speaking in Portuguese with a 
foreign accent, the caller added: 
"The Lisbon action group of the 
Armenian Revolutionary Army 
will go into operation again in Por- 
tugal." 

Claiming that the Armenian 
group- had the support of Por- 
tuguese extremist organisations, 
he added: “Our brothers will be 
avenged, "'e shall act again in 
Portugal.” 

The live guerrillas killed in Lis- 
bon ‘Wednesday may have been 
tm.Ti Beirut but this was not yet 
clear. Arnenian sources have 
said. 

Police sources in Lisbon said the 
guerrillas reserved hotel rooms in 
Portugal from a public telex in 
Beirut and entered the country on 
Lebanese passports. 

The Armenian sources com- 
mented: "They could have come 
from here. On the other hand, the 
passports may have been forged. 

"We have heard news repons 
mentioning their names. Some did 
have a familiar ring but then many 
Armenian names sound similar." 


They added that they had not 
heard ’ of the Armenian Rev- 
olutionary Army lARA) until it 
claimed responsibility for sho- 
oting a Turkish diplomat in Bru- 
ssels two weeks ago. 

"We do not know who they are. 
These groups keep themselves 
very secret. But we think they are 
separate from ASALA." 

Armenians estimate they num- 
ber about 2WMIOI) in Lebanun. 
mostly in Beirut. 

The sources added: "These are 
obviously young people, fed up 
with diplomatic ways of stating 
our cause. They think this type of 
armed struggle is the best way. 

"We think the five who died 
Wednesday did commit suicide, as 
their group claimed later. They 
probably felt they were preparing 
the ground for understanding of 
our cause, firstly awakening public 
opinion among Armenians so that 
they do not forget, and secondly, 
arousing opinion worldwide. 

“ vlost Armenians here und- 
erstand what these groups do. so 
long as the attacks are at the level 
of Turkish diplomats. But we are 
against. causing any harm in for- : 
eigners.” the sources said. "We 
give them moral support." 

They said they feared Turkey's 
military government would find 
ways to carry out reprisals against 
Armenians, perhaps in Beirut. 
"We think it’s logical that there 
will be reprisals. Bui if there are. it 
will be a case of state terrorism by 
the Turks." 

The sources said Armenians did 
not realistically expect to win back 
. their homeland in the foreseeable 
future. 

" We don't see it tomorrow, or 
in five years. But things happen in 
world politics, it could be an opp- 
ortunity will arise. Trouble in the 
Soviet Union. Trouble in Turkey, 
perhaps with the Kurdish problem. 

"If an opportunity arises, we 
must be ready. We must not let it 
slip.” one of the sources said. 


Abe tour to include Iran, Iraq, Turkey 


TOKTO (R) - Prime vlinister 
TasuhiroNakasone. committed to 
boosting Japan's role in the world, 
is sending Foreign vlinister Shi- 
maro Abe to five Gulf and East 
European countries. 

vlr. Abe will be the first foreign 
minister of a major industrialised 
country to visit Iran since the Isl- 
amic revolution in W74 and the 
first Japanese foreign minister to 
visit Romania and Bulgaria. 

His two-week tour beginning on 
August 2 will also include Iraq and 
Turkey, wheje his stop in Ankara 
will be the first by a Japanese min- 
ister since the end of World War 
II 

Since vlr. Nakasone look office 
last November, he has reinforced 
tics to the United States and called 
on Japan to take a more active role 
as a member of the Western bloc. 

vlr. Abe told reporters the main 
aim of his visits to Iran and Iraq 


was to strengthen relations with 
them, not to mediate in the Gulf 
war. 

"Of course, aside from est- 
ablishing the firm ground of our 
bilateral relationship, we will be 
appealing for an early end to the 
war.” vlr. Abe said. 

Despite the political upheavals 
in Iran since the overthrow of the 
Shah. Tehran and Tokyo have 
maintained a working rel- 
ationship. largely through Lrade 
and economic ties. 

vlr. Abe told his counterparts 
during the recent Williamsburg 
summit that Iran was beginning to 
adopt more realistic policies bec- 
ause of its isolation and that this 
should be encouraged. 

vlr. Abe's visit to Tehran fol- 
lows an agreement between the 
Japanese and Iranian partners, 
after long talks, to resume work on 
the giant Bandar Khomeini pet- 


rochemical complex, originally 
estimated to cost S3.5 billion. 

Iran has agreed to pay all rem- 
aining costs for project, while 
Japan's vliisui group will continue 
to provide technical assistance and 
advice to complete the project by 
l««M, 

In Baghdad, vlr. Abe will app- 
eal to Iraq not to cany out a recent 
threat to attack the Bandar Kho- 
meini complex, which has already 
been bombed six times, ministry 
sources said. 

vlr. Abe is also expected to con- 
clude negotiations on an extension 
of the deadline of August 15 for 
Iraq's use of previously committed 
Japanese loans, the spokesman 
said. 

Minisriy sources said Japan 
planned to extend the deadline by 
five years on condition that the 
funds would not be disbursed bef- 
ore the war ended.

Oman rejects Iranian threat 
to block Strait of Hormuz 


KUWAIT t R ) - Any Iranian att- 
empt to block the Strait of Hor- 
muz at the entrance to the Gulf 
would constitute direct int- 
ervention in Oman's territory and 
internal affairs. Oman’s amb- 
assador to Kuwait said Friday. 

The ambassador. Saud Al-Ansi. 
quoted by the Kuwait news Age- 
ncy. was commenting on Iran's 
statement that it would block all 
oil exports from the Gulf if Iraq 
disrupted Iranian oil movements. 

"This statement is intended to 
provoke unrest and instability and 
to give outsiders an opportunity to 
intervene in the Gulf region." the 
agency quoted him as saying. 


Oman would not allow or acc- 
ept foreign intervention in the 
area, he added. 

Oman’s viusandam Peninsula 
lies at the southern side of the Str- 
ait of Hormuz, and the sultanate 
maintains air force and naval fac- 
ilities there. 

But military and diplomatic 
sources say Oman, despite having 
among the best equipped and tra- 
ined military forces in the Gulf, 
would be hard-pressed to prevent 
any concerted Iranian effort to 
block the waterway. 

Iran's navy is greatly superior to 
the Sultanate's small force of cor- 
vettes and coastal patrol vessels. 


Iraqi holidaymakers flock 
to Kurdish hill resorts 


SARE RASH. Northern Iraq (Rl 
— Holidaymakers are flocking in 
their thousands to cool mountain- 
resorts in northern Iraq despite 
bitter fighting against an Iranian 
attacking force on the Kurdistan 
border to the east. 

Jet fighter- bombers and hel- 
icopter gunships pass daily ove- 
rhead for the front 16** kilometres 
east of this hill resort. 

Para-military people's army 
troops guard st ra teg ic points in the 
area, and every night hundreds of 
tourists— who have Ded the sti- 
lling 5n Centigrade ( 1 2U F) heat 
of the plains— gather round cafe 
television sets to watch the latest 
war communique from Baghdad. 

_ Otherwise, life is normal and 
Kurdistan with its 2.5 million peo- 
ple has every appearance of sta- 
bility as an election campaign in 


the autonomous region continues. 
Dozens of placards line roads in 
the area advertising the can- 
didates. 

Officials have warned, mea- 
nwhile. that Iran is building fresh 
troop concentrations on the cen- 
tral from. which takes in the Man- 
dali region west of Baghdad. 

Iraqi aircraft are also reported 
to be attacking these Iranian pos- 
itions. 

Slate-run Iraqi television Thu- 
rsday night screened a seven- 
minute film of war action on the 
nonhem front. 

The film showed heavy artiDery 
pounding mountain peaks, hel- 
icopter gunships attacking the slo- 
pes and a number of Iraqi soldiers 
advancing under cover of the fire. | 

It also showed several Iranian 
prisoners of war. 


Egypt warns Israel about 
current bilateral relations 


CAIRO (R> - Eg) pL the only 
Arab countiy w have diplomatic 
relations with Israel, will not send 
an ambassador to Tel Aviv until 
the Jewish state changes its vtid- 
dle East policy, an Egyptian min- 
ister was quoted as saying Friday. 

Boutros Boutros Ghah. min- 
ister of state for foreign aflairs. 
told the Cairo daily Al-Akhbar 
that an ambassador would take up 
his post in Tel Aviv only when 
"the political atmosphere in Israel 
conforms with the spirit of the 
peace treaty (with Egypt ) and the 
Israeli government genuinely con- 
tributes to achieving stability in 
the region instead of trying to

But they noted the sultanate 
maintains dose military ties with 
the United States, which has said it 
would guarantee freedom of nav- 
igation in the Gulf if Iran carried 
out its hean. 


Turkey to 
hold talks 
with Greece 


ANKARA (Rl - Turkey and 
Greece, which opened official 
talks three days ago for the first 
time in many years, will meet in 
Athens in January to discuss eco- 
nomic and tourism issues, a joint 
communique said Friday. 

The communique, which fol- 
lowed meetings here between 
ambassadors of the two countries, 
said “the sides had a substantive 
exchange of views and determined 
the areas of cooperation between 
the two countries.” 

The decision to hold meetings at 
ambassadorial level on non- 
con trove rsial issues was made by 
the countries' foreign ministers 
when they met in Vlay in Paris. 


BEIRUT (R» — Gunmen in West 
Beirut stopped a truck loaded with 
fresh fish from Israel Thursday 
and blew it up with a hand gre- 
nade. state- run Beirut Radio rep- 
orted. 

There were apparently no cas- 
ualties in the incident. 

Many Lebanese, particularly in 
the Israeli-occupied south, have 
complained recently that the Isr- 
aelis are blocking free transit of 
Lebanese goods and flooding the 
market with their own products. 

The radio said unidentified 
masked gunmen stopped the truck 
and ordered the driver to get out. 
They then poured oil over the fish 
and threw in a grenade, blowing 
up the truck, it added. 

The radio said the gunmen sto- 
pped the truck at Bourj Abu Hai- 
dar. near the busy Comiche Str- 
eet. They ordered the driver to tell 


the truck's owner not t«« buy Isr- 
aeli fish, it said. 

Small businessmen in southern 
Lebanon accuse the Israelis o{ 
undercutting their prices, par- 
ticularly for fresh food >uch ns 
fruit and vegetables. 

Eyewitnesses in the southern 
town of Sidon have said Israel: 
gunboats regularly refuse to lei 
Lebanese or foreign vessels berm 
there. 

Grocers in Beirut say it is hard 
to tell the source of most products 
but there is little doubt a h; of 
fruit and vegetables come in from 
Israel. 

A Reuter correspondent rec- 
ently in Naqoura. near the 
Israeli- Lebanese border, saw sev- 
eral truckloads of melons entering 
Lebanon from Israel despite the 
fact that southern Lebanon is ove- 
rflowing with the fruit. 


Tehran reportedly arrests 
22 more Baha’i members 


LONDON (R) — Twenty-two 
prominent Baha'i sea members 
have been arrested in Iran fol- 
lowing executions last month of 1 7 
Baha'is accused of espionage, a 
spokeswoman for the sea said in 
London Thursday. 

"Our information comes from 
inside Iran." said Mary Hardy, 
who is national secretary of the 
British Baha'is. “We don't know 
what will happen to these people." 

vis. Hardy said eight men and 
eight women had been imprisoned 
this month after being arrested in 


Tehran, the south-west city ol Shi- 
raz and Mashhad in the north. 

Three men and three women 
held in Yard. in central Iran, had 
been exiled to Khash near the 
border with Pakistan, she said. 

Iran last month ignored an app- 
eal for clemency for the con- 
demned Baha'is from President 
Reagan. It said Baba* ism. a I'Mh 
century offshoot of Shfite Islam, 
was not a religion - but a 
Washington-backed political 
party. 


Polisario strikes again 


RABAT (R) — Moroccan forces 
have driven off a big attack on a 
remote southern outpost by gue- 
rrillas fighting for the ind- 
ependence of neighbouring Wes- 
tern Sahara, the Moroccan news 
.agency MAP said. 

It was the second major assault 
on the outpost of .vTsied by Pol- 
isario Front guerrillas this month, 
ending a virtual truce which lasted 
more than a year. 

The agency said the guerrillas 
advanced on M'sied from three 


directions on Tuesday night and 
launched their attack with int- 
ensive shelling by tanks ami art- 
illery. 

The Moroccan air. force was cal- 
led in and inflicted heavy fosses on 
the guerrillas. Moroccan cas- 
ualties were given as five dead and 
22 wounded. 

The Polisario has been fighting 
Morocco over the Western Sahara 
for more than seven years, but 
M'sied is on undisputed Moroccan 
territory just north of the former 
Spanish colony.

The Ministry of Transport has 
distributed the report to the eight 
comminees to be studied in detail 
by sector before submitting their 
reports to the ministiy in three 
months time. 

The first committee will deal 
with the section concerning air- 
ports and air services. It is com- 
posed of representatives of the 


Civil Aviation Authority. Alia, 
the Royal Jordanian Airline, the 
Ministry ol Transport and the 
Queen Alia International Airport. 

The second committee is ent- 
rusted with studying the economic 
principles of transport and Jor- 
dan's projected transport req- 
uirements. It is composed of rep- 
resentatives from the Ministries of 
Transport and Public Works and 
the National Planning Council 
(NPCi. 

Road safety policy 

The third committee is ent- 
rusted with studying road safety. It 
comprises representatives of the 
Ministries of Interior and Tra- 
nsport and road safety societies. 

The fourth committee will con- 
sider the railway sector. It com- 
prises representatives of the 
Aqaba Railway Corporation the 
Hijaz Railway, the NPC and the 
Ministry oT Transport. 


Arab-Amerfcan, Jordanian

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The good old tactics! 

A NEWS report from South Africa recently suggested that 
Pretoria plans to uproot nearly a quarter of a milli on blacks 
from three townships near Cape Town in one of the biggest 
forced removals in South Africa's history. The move is rep- 
ortedly causing great anxiety among those Macks wjbojiave 
lived there for several decades. But does a racist government 
really care? A short glance at the history of South Africa shows 
that forced removals of blacks are not new to the white- 
dominated government, for, according to a survey published 
recently, the government h as already re located 3.5 million 
non-whites since 1960. 

Such schemes by the South Africans remind us of Israeli 
moves in the West Bank and the Gaza Strip. It is not enough 
that the Isra elis have focsn gumy years been usurping Arab 
lands and forriiig itsPalestinian inhab itants to evacuate their 
homes and leave their country, the Begin government is now 
planning to evict all Palestinian refugees from their camps in 
the occupied territories and forcibly move them to the Jordan 
Valley near Jericho. Palestinians living in the towns need not 
worry about evictions of course; the Jewish settlers are out to 
eliminate them physically from the surface of the earth. Rem- 
ember the Hebron massacre of Tuesday? 

In both Israel and South Africa the use of force, torture and 
killing (of Palestinians by the Israelis and blacks by white South 
Africans) have been amL nili continue to be a way of life for the 
two regimes and plainly visible to the whole world. Looking at 
events taking place In these two countries, we cannot help but 
remember the methods used by the Nazis, during and before 
World War U, who manipulated peoples, countries and lands, 
torturing and killing, in the most atrocious ways, the inh- 
abitants of the countries they occupied and bringing back 
slavery and degradation in the 20th century. What was the 
world’s answer to the Nazis? It joined forces and destroyed 
their brutal regime. Now that there are these two not- 
so-different regimes which are simply defying humanity and 
frying to destroy the integrity and (Hide of two whole peoples, 
what is the world doing about them? 

While such inhumanity is being practised openly in our 
midst, those who call themselves the protectors of democracy 
and human rights are not only sitting back and watching the 
Israeli and South African atrocities but they are also supplying 
direct and indirect assistance to them in defiance of aO basic 
principles and of humanity itself. As for us, nothing has bas- 
ically changed: we continue to adopt the good old wait-and-see 
tactics. 

ARABIC PRESS EDITORIALS 

Al Ra’i: Israel's sequence of crimes 

WHAT HAPPENED in Hebron Tuesday is one in a long sequence 
of crimes which the Zionists have committe d in Palestine and against 
the Arab Nation. The Israeli information media, which described the 
attackers as 'unknown . were following exactly the same methods 
previously adopted whenever Zionists murdered Arab citizens and 
tried to escape the responsibility. We have, not vet forgotten those 
media people who described the perpetrators of the car bombings, 
against the mayors of Nablus and Ramallah in 1980 as ‘unknown’, in 
the same way as they described the machine-gun attack on the 
worshippers at Al Aqsa Mosque two years ago. and the 1969 burning 
of Al Aqsa Mosque in Jerusalem. The Zionist terrorist groups are 
constantly committing crimes against the Arab population with the 
full blessing of the Israeli government. This yet another phase in the 
well-planned plot to force the Arabs to abandon their homeland. The 
murderers of the Arab students in Hebron will remain ‘unknown’ as 
long as the Zionists continue to have the upper hand in our land. 

We can only expect such criminal actions from Israel, but we are 
disillusioned with the attitude of the rest of the world which is usually 
prompt in trying ro find pretexts for the assassins by blaming both the 
Arabs and Israelis for escalating violence. We do not blame Israel or 
the other world nations but we do hold the Arab Nation responsible 
for always being happy to look on apathetically. 

Al Dustour: Hebron needs Arab unity 

ANOTHER'B ALCK page was turned Tuesday in the history of the 
Arab Nation with the murder of Arab students in the occupied town 
of Hebron at the hands of Zionist fanatics and settlers. No matter 
how grieved and sorrowful we might feel for the assassination of our 
kinsmen in the occupied lands, deep down we realise that grief and 
sorrow will not heal a wound nor will it repel aggression and save the 
Arab population from further violent attacks. 

The massacre in Hebron ought to stand the Arab World face to 
face with its responsibilities and open our nation's eyes to the imm- 
inent danger which is not directed against the West Bank and Gaza 
but against the Arab people at large.

The Arab town 
does not need any more denunciations or condemnations but req- 
uires physical help. Thus it calls for a halt to the further bloodshed of ■ 
Palestinian fighters in the Bekaa Valley and a mobilisation of Arab 
slates to liberate the whole of the occupied Lands. 

We also note that the world at large, and particularly the United : 
States, bears a responsibility for the continuous Israeli crimes in ; 
Palestine. The U.S. Has a special responsibility to stop IsraePs cri- 
minal behaviour because it supplies it with the weapons and military i 
and material assistance to enable it to commit aggression against the I 
Palestinians and the Arab Nation./ 

Sawt Al Shaab : Hebron’s brave stand 

THE CRIME committed by the Zionists in Hebron Tuesday rep- 
resents a manifestation of Zionist ideology. The killing of the three 
students and wounding of 30 others constitutes a prelude to the 
complete. assassination of the Arab town, the Arab people and the 
Palestinians '.as a whole.

Syria 


For another angle on present day 
Syrian society, we move to the 
northern city of Aleppo, which lies . 
at the intersection of age-old car- 
avan routes. Until the late 1950s, 
Aleppo was Syria's main agr- 
icultural. industrial and economic 
centre, and the seed-bed of a 
whole generation of politicians. 

The avalanche of agrarian ref- 
orms. nationalisations and exp- 
ropriations that swept down on its 
wealthier citizens (first under the 
regime of the union of Syria with 
Nasser’s Egypt, from 1958 to 
1961, then under the Ba'ath in 
1963). the centralisation of eco- 
nomic power in Damascus, and 
the break with Iraq. Syria's hin- 
terland and bridgehead to the 
markets of the Gulf, all conspired 
to relegate Aleppo to the status of 
a provincial town. 

But the old bourgeoisie still thr- 
ives there, as indeed it does in the 
rest of the country. To be con- 
vinced of this, one needs only to 
pay a visit to the Aleppo Club, the 
only fashionable nightspot in 
town. On a typical evening, coh- 
orts of white-jacketed waiters ply 
400 or more guests with messe. 
kebabs, roast mutton, and mou- 
ntains of brown rice topped with 
roast almonds, all washed down 
with whisky and champagne ami- 
dst a constant hubbub of con-' 
versation and the occasional roar 
of laughter. On the dancefloor, 
young people gyrate wildly in best 
disco fashion. Later in the eve- 
ning. their elders show their paces 
with a sedate tango or waltz. 

Square dancing would really be 
more appropriate for the Aleppo 
Cub. whose faded charm, arc- 
hitecture. old fashioned furniture, 
and clientele could have come str- 
aight out of Luchino Viscontfs 
“Death in Venice". In the days 
when it was the exclusive stamping 
ground of rich landowners, mer- 
chants and bankers, most of them 
Christian and all strongly inf- 
luenced by French culture, the 
Aleppo Club must have dazzled 
foreign visitors with its candlelit 
dinners, exq uisite cuisine and con- 
certs. 

The bourgeoisie of Aleppo. I 
was told by one of its rep- 
resentatives. "has nine lives. like a 
cat.". Many of its members emi- 
grated to Europe or the United 
States where they stashed their 
money safely away in Swiss or 
American bank accounts. Those 
who stayed behind still live in 
sumptuous family mansions, sur- 
rounded by period furniture, obj- 
ects d’art and old masters which' 
would not be out of place in a mus- 
eum — as they proudly point out 
to the visitor. “I got my own back 
on the regime." says one of them. 

“ Tm several times richer now than , 
I was before all that socialist leg- 
islation got its claws into me”. 

The bourgeois of the old school 
find it more convenient to invite 
their friends to dinner at the Ale- 
ppo Club rather than round to 
their homes because of the pro- 
blems of finding servants (“What 
do you expea? They're running 
the country now!"). It is easy to 
spot their tables at the club: the 
women are discreetly elegant, and 
usually the language spoken is 
French — and very correct French 
at that. They pretend not to notice 
their fellow guests at neighbouring 
tables — “nouveau riche ups- 
tarts" thrown up by the Ba'athist 
regime. 

The latter, who prefer to speak 
English (not always gra- 
mmatically). enjoy flaunting their 
wealth. Their wives, who dress at 
the great Paris and New York cou- 
turiers. are usually a-glitter with 
diamonds. When they entertain 
guests at home or at the club, they 
tend to hire complete bands, fam- 
ous singers, or belly dancers for 
the evening. Wealthy Syrians have 
no complexes about living it up in 


clubbing together to beat the

the presence of representatives of 
the “socialist", government. The 
guests at the Aleppo Club fre-- 
q ue ntly include high-ranking gov- 
ernment or Ba'ath Party officials 
having a good blow-out. They can 
also frequently be seen in the cab- 
arets of Damascus (which have 
names like Crazy Horse, Les 
Caves du Roy. or Les Anness Fol- 
les). where a bottle of whisky costs 
S80 (about a quarter of a senior' 
civil servant’s monthly salary). 

It is an open secret that many 
public sector officials and civil or 
military dignitaries belong to what 
is known as the bureaucratic bou- 
rgeoisie, which is closely ass- 
ociated, if not in .collusion, with 
the two other propertied classes _ 
already mentioned. The nou- " 
veaux riches usually come from a 
rural background — the Ba’ath 
Party’s grass roots — and speak 
only Arabic. They owe their rise in 
society not only to the position of 
power they occupy but to services 
rendered by “cosmopolitan" 
compatriots who act as mid- 
dlemen in international tra- 
nsactions. It has been estimated 
that over the last ten years the 
Ba’athist state of Syria has given 
birth to some 5.000 millionaires. 

One of several ways of getting 
rich quick is to cream off sub- 
stantial commissions on contracts 
between nationalised companies 
and foreign firms. When one 
remembers that the State controls 
all major development schemes. 
80 per cent of imports and 90 per 
cent of exports, it is easy to see 
how some public figures — known 
to all — have managed, within a 
few years, to become so rich that 
they have bought large farms, pla- 
ntations. and luxury residences 
not only in Syria but also in Eur- 
ope and the United States. 

Smuggling, that achilles’ heel of 
the rigidly planned economy, is 
also rife. All products subject to 
an import ban or quota, or sold 
under a State monopoly, are ava- 
ilable on the black market, som- 
etimes at rather reasonable prices 
because they escape sales tax or 
' import duty. This illegal trade thr- 
ives almost in broad daylight, des- 
pite the prison sentences to which 
both buyers and sellers are liable. 
The foreign cigarettes sur- 
reptitiously sold on street comers 
fill cigarette boxes in government 
ministries. American ref- 
rigerators. German television sets 
and Italian air-conditioners (off- 
icial^ banned to protect local ind- 
ustries) are exhibited in the back 
rooms of specialised shops. A sen- 
ior Economic Ministry official put 
the number of smuggled video 
recorders in Syria at about 
10U.0OU. Society ladies exchange 
addresses where they can get 
haute couture dresses, perfumes, 
and other luxuries. 

Smuggled goods either enter 
the country by sea or easily slip 
across Syria’s frontiers with Tur- 
key. and (especially) Lebanon, 
thanks to the connivance of off- 
icials in the right places. The big- 
gest single smuggler is allegedly 
the army. Military trucks travel on 
special roads and stand little cha- 
nce of being searched, especially, 
when acting on the written orders 
of field officers. 

Another thriving practice is bri- 
bery. the bane of all developing 
countries. Strangely enough, it has 
become common in Syria only in 
the last 15 years, according to one 
Damascus retailer: “Civil servants 
used to take it as a personal insuh 
if you offered them the tiniest gift. 
Nowadays, I need big bac- 
khanders. for people of every 
grade if I want to get anything 
done" . 

There are several reasons for 
this collapse of public morality: 
The "liberalisation” measures 
announced by President Hafez 
Assad when he came to power in

1970, the influx of Arab capital 
after the 1973-1974 oil boom, the 
initiation of ambitious and occ- 
asionally useful development pro- 
jects. the lack of public acc- 
ountability and the government's 
desire to strengthen the regime's 
foundations by going easy on the 
bourgeoisie, whose members are 
all the more grasping because they 
are themselves so close to the reins 
of power. 

The government has. it is true, 
attempted to crack down on cor- 
ruption, but only half-heartedly. 
When somebody gets the full tre- 
atment. he is usually a nobody. 
The recent public hanging of a 
bank cleric who had embezzled a 
few hundred thousand dollars exc- 
ited pity rather than fear. 

But the present economic sit- 
uation has spelled an end to the 
period of laissez faire. The flow of 
petrodollars has reduced to a tri- 
ckle; as a result of a rash decision 
to encourage consumer demand, 
there has been an increase in spe- 
nding. The balance of trade deficit 
is alarming high (exports cover 
only 40 per cent of the cost of 
imports). To slow down inflation, 
and to stop the value of the Syrian 
pound from sinking further, the 
government has prescribed some 
strong medicine. 

For the last two years importers 
have had to pay the government 
an advance of between 25 and 70 
per cent oT the exchange value of 
the goods they have ordered, in 
return for a letter of credit that 
rarely comes back to them in less 
than six months. Morever. they 
have to buy foreign currency at a 
higher rate than Lhe one applying 
to public sector imports. The list of 
those products which may only be 
imported through State mon- 
opolies or not at all is getting lon- 
ger every day . The result has been 
benefitial for the country's fin- 
ances (imports have plummeted 
by 50 per cent since 1981). but 
bad for the private sector, where 
some small and medium sized 
firms have gone out of business 
because they cannot get the nee- 
ded supplies. 

The State has already squeezed 
out most private wholesalers (who 
have no more than 20 per cent of 
the market). It is now directing its 
fire at retailers current market 
shares 70 per cent, by speeding up 
the introduction of State sup- 
ermarkets. which sell higher- 
quality and cheaper products than 
private shops. Rent control and 
the confiscation of land in and 
around built-up areas has app- 
reciably cut down property spe- 
culation. until 1980 one of the 
main sources of private wealth. 

Although almost all gov- 
ernment officials try to play down 
these austerity measures, the gov- 
ernor of Hama. Mohammed 
Harba. is more forthright: “But of 
course we" re going to get rid of the 
bourgeois-parasites — those who 
have never invested or produced 
anything". 

Despite all that high-rolling at 
the Aleppo Club, it looks as tho- 
ugh most members of the old bou- 
rgeoisie. including supporters of 
the regime, realise that party is. 
well and truly over. Meanwhile 
the power structure in Syria gua- 
rantees the survival — for many 
years to come — of the “bur- 
eaucratic bourgeoisie" and its 
cronies. 

The government is nothing if 
not resourceful in filling its cof- 
fers. Take car imports, which are a 
State monopoly. Two years ago. 
28.000 Syrians ordered Japanese 
cars and advanced 80 per cent of 
the price of each vehicle to the. 
State. The vehicles were delivered 
to customers last February. The 
State, of course, makes a profit as 
well as imposing very heavy taxes 
and import duty on each car 
. (which quadruples the price). But 


the government has secured other 
benefits too: It managed to get 
suppliers to agree to a five-year 
deferred payments scheme, which 
means that it was able to invest the 
tidy sum of 1 ,200 million Syrian 
pounds (about 5220 million) it 
had received from prospective 
customers. The latter are happy. 

■ too, for on the quirky Syrian car 
market the value of their Japanese 
cars has already doubled since 
February. And the removal from 
circulation of such a large amount 
of consumer cash has helped to 
curb inflation and stop the Syrian 
pound depredating. It is hardly 
surprising, then, that the gpv- 
eminent is on the point of imp- 
orting another consignment of 
cars on the same terms. 

Without such artifices, the Syr- 
ian economy would not have been 
able to achieve what it has. Des- 
pite military spending that eats up 
two thirds of the country’s wor- 
king budget, the Ba'athist gov- 
ernment has successfully carried 
through a number of major pro- 
jects: It has given the country a 
road and rail network, extended 
and modernised ports and air- 
ports. built hospitals, universities 
and sports grounds, brought mar- 
shes and areas of desert under cul- 
tivation. and provided hundreds 
of villages with electricity and dri- 
nking water. In the last two years, 
h has brought the inflation rate 
down from 25 to 12 per cent, and 
revalued the Syrian pound despite 
the soaring value of the dollar and 
rising world prices. 

This year’s national security 
budget is twice as high as planned, 
but when everything is taken into 
account — education, public hea- 
lth. social security and subsidies 
for essential foods ruffe — it is 
clear that the Syrians are more for- 
tunate than most people in that 
part of the world. And in any case 
there are no areas of serious dep- 
rivation in the country. The mas- 
sive increase in the □ umber of pub- 
lic sector employees, the ove- 
rmanned army and praetorian 
guard, the emigration of almost a 
million people, from unskilled 
workers to members of the liberal 
professions, has certainly sapped 
the country's strength, but it has 
also helped to mop up une- 
mployment almost entirely. 

The average Syrian is not only 
guaranteed a job, but enjoys free 
education, from nursery school to 
university, and free medical tre- 
atment in State hospitals. Slate 
supermarkets sell a host of pro- 
ducts .(bread. rice, sugar, cooking 
oiL ippwdered milk for babies, 
pharmaceuticals products, and 
domestic fuel oil) at only a half, a 
third or even a quarter of the price 
they command in neighbouring 
countries such as Lebanon. There 
are occasional shortages, though, 
and customers have to be pre- 
pared to queue. 

The Ba'athist regime treats its 
farmers, particularly well, gra- 
nting them low interest loans and 
letting them have machines, seeds 
and fertilisers at less than cost 
price. In return, however, farmers 
have to sell their whole cereal crop 
at prices fixed by the government, 
these are usually considered “rea- 
sonable", and even “generous" ia 
the case of wheat (a vital foo- 
dstuff) and cotton ( a source of for- 
eign currency). 

Even so, most small coo- 
peratives make a loss, partly bec- 
ause of their own inability to man- 
age the land rationally (h ha usu- 
ally been broken up into small 
plots as a result of successive agr- 
arian reforms), and partly because 
of red tape. 

Civil servants have much more 
reason to complain. Their salaries 
are not indexed to the cost of liv- 
ing (they last went up in 2980 by 
between 25 and 70 percent). They 
are very low, starting at 1.000 Syr- 



ian pounds a month (aboul Si S5 ) 
and rising to 4.500 Syrian pounds 
(about SX3II) for a minister. Inc- 
ome tax then lops off about a 
third. The fact that the salary scale 
is based not on a person's job but 
on his or her university degree — 
an engineer or a teacher, for exa- 
mple. can eam more than the gov- 
ernor of a province or a minister s 
chief adviser — is not much com- 
fort to anyone. 

Despite controlled rents, none 
of the salaries just mentioned 
would pay for a four-room apa- 
rtment. unless, by a stroke of luck 
the -building happened to have 
been bufli before 1970. The dou- 
bling of the population (from five 
to ten million) since the Ba'ath 
Party came to power 20 years ago 
and the drift from rural areas have 
caused unprecedented housing 
problems. While many families 
cram themselves into tiny flats and 
hundreds of thousands of young 
people postpone getting married, 
sometimes indefinitely, because 
they cannot find accommodation. 
60.000 apartments stand empty in ■ 
Damascus alone. Paradoxically, 
the government refuses to req- 
uisition them “out of respect for 
private property". It has, how- 
ever. started building housing est- 
ates whose units are sold at cost 
price; even then, not everyone can 
afford them. Housing is not being 
built fast enough or in large eno- 
ugh quanties (because of lack of 
resources), and at the present rate 
the housing crisis will not be sol- 
ved for several decades. In the cir- 
cumstances. it becomes easier to 
understand why the government 
turns a blind eye when civil ser- 
vants take bribes or. if they are 
more honest, take lime off from 
the office to moonlight. 

Like almost all Third World 
countries. Syria is living above its 
means, and would have great dif- 
ficulty in making ends meet if it 
did not receive financial aid from 
various Arab countries. The iy?9 
Arab summit granted Syria an 
annual income of SI. 850 million. 
Iraq. Libya and Algeria have not 
paid their contributions and it has 
been left to Saudi Arabia and 
some of the Gulf states to finance 
Syria’s war effort. According to 
• Deputy Prime Minister Abdu 
Rader KaddoUra. Syria received 
only $750 million last year. The 


sword of Damocles still hangs over 
the country. As Mr. Kaddoura 
says: “We do not want to he al the 
mercy of political upheavals nr the 
whim of some other Arab Head of 
State*. 

A big effort has therefore been 
made to improve government fin- 
ances. There has been some suc- 
cess m stepping up the production 
of phosphates and ofl. agricultural 
output has also risen, except in the 
case of wheat and barley, where 
yields have fallen slightly. Acc- 
ording to Mr. Kaddoum. the drive 
to make the public sector pro- 
fitable bore fruit in 1982 for the 
first time in 15 years. Syria's rap- 
proachement with Iran, despite 
serious ideological and political 
differences, made it possible to 
make up for Iraq's failure to pay 
its contribution: Tehran supplies 
Syria with between six and seven 
million tonnes of crude oiL of wich 
one million is not charged for. 
Thanks to austerity measures. 
Syria has succeeded in cutting 
down its foreign debt, according to 
the World Bank, to S4.2t.Mj million 
-- a relatively modest amount in 
view of the scale of its dev- 
elopment programme and military 
expenditure. 

It is true that Syria's official for- 
eign debt does not include credits 
from the Soviet Union (essentially 
for arms purchases), which are 
kepi secret. It is presumed that the 
Russians have given Syria long- 
term. low-interest loan. 

Despite the favourable terms of 
repayment that the. Soviet Union 
usually grants its “friends". Pre- 
sident Assad has always enc- 
ouraged trade with the West, and 
in particular with the EEC. which 
is still Syria's main trading par- 
tner. Trade with East European 
countries, after declining steadily 
over the last ten years, picked up 
recently. A number of Western 
companies have been discouraged 
by restrictions on the private sec- 
tor. delays in the settling of inv- 
oices. and administrative red tape. 
Moreover. Syria's own financial 
difficulties have incited it to turn 
to more understanding suppliers, 
particularly those that are willing 
to provide the Ba’athist regime 
with the political and military 
means to defend itself.

Sinowatz: Palestinian rights must be respected 


VIENNA (J.T.) — Austrian Cha- 
ncellor Fred Sinowatz has' said 
that there can be no peace in the 
IvCddle East unless the rights of 
the Palestinian: people are res- 
pected. La an interview published 
recently nr the Austrian daily new- 
spaper Arbeiterzeitung. Mr. Sin- 
owatz, who succeeded former 
Chancellor Bruno Kreisky. also 
reiterated that Austria under him 
would continue the same policies 
pursued by his predecessor on the 
Middle East. Following is the full 
text of the interview. 

Q: Mr. Chancellor, your pre- 
decessor. Dr. Kreisky. with the 
Middle East policy Austria pur- 
sued under him for many years has 
left you a weighty inheritance.' 
Our country's great prestige in the 
Arab World but at the same time 
hostility on the part of the Israeli 
government and of a large pan of 
the Israeli public. What will you 
do with this inheritance? 

A: In Bruno Kreisky, a man 
with very great political exp- 
erience has left politics, a man who 
had accumulated a large amount 
of very detailed knowledge of the 
Middle East situation, who knew 
and knows all leading statesmen in 
that region personally and who 
therefore has a profound und- 
erstanding of the situation in the 
Middle East. Hence in this respect 
Bruno Kreisky s personality is irr- 
eplaceable. But as regards the 
basic line of our foreign policy, in 
the Middle East question, too. 


there will be the highest measure 
of continuity. This is in accord 
with our country's interests but 
also with the traditional sympathy 
Soda! Democrats have always left 
for oppressed and persecuted nat- 
ions. 

Q: The Israeli government has 
reacted with great hostility to this 
policy over the last few years. 
Doesn’t that enter into your con- 
siderations? 

A: It is true that the Israeli gov- 
ernment has sometimes criticised 
our policy very sharply, but one 
must also say that it certainly also ■ 
met with understanding among 
many people in Israel. There are 
indeed many who understand that 
oppression of another nation is 
not a solution, that this is not the 
way to peace. Let me add a per- 
sonal remark. 

Besides Vienna. Burgenland. 
where 1 come from, was the region 
which had the largest Jewish 
communities in Austria until 
193*. J am therefore very well 
aware of the sufferings of these 
people, how people of Jewish faith 
were persecuted in Europe in the 
era of Fascism. And so I und- 
■ erst and that the survivors and the 
descendants of these victims of 
persecution want security and 
peace. 

But you have to look at the 
other side, loo-the sufferings of 
the Palestinian people. These are 
people who have been driven from 
their homes again and again in the 
course of history right until rec- 


ently: people against whom cruel 
massacres have been perpetrated 
—let me just remind you of Sabra 
and Shattla. 

Hence we have always done 
everything to contribute to a pea- 
ceful solution in the Middle East. 
But peace is only possible if there 
is a minimum of justice and hope 
for the future and if the national 
rights of the Palestinian people are 
respected. There can be no dur- 
able and secure peace as long as a 
nation is oppressed. 

Q: Economic, political and. not 
least, moral priorities have led to a 
special emphasis on the Middle 
East problem in Austria's foreign 
policy in recent years. In addition 
there were Kreisky's personal and 
biographical background and int- 
erests. Will you continue to assert 
this emphasis in Austria's foreign 
policy as has been done over the 
last few years? 

A: Austria's foreign policy has 
paid special attention to the Mid-' 
die East because we arc convinced 
that the conflict in that region has 
a direct effect on Europe and is of 
fundamental importance to world 
peace. That region is very imp- 
ortant for us politically, but also in 
economic terms because the Arab 
countries are now among our most 
significant trading partners, 
among the biggest buyers of our 
export products. I believe that the 
Middle East is bound to be an area 
of emphasis in foreign policy for 
any Austrian government. 

And as far as the .Middle East 


question is concerned, the view 
taken by Austria and especially by 
the previous federal chancellor for 
many years, that there can be no 
lasting peace in the Middle East 
without a just solution to the Pal- 
estinian problem, is now the gen- 
erally accepted view of the int- 
ernational community. 

Q: As minister of education, 
you were especially concerned 
with fostering interest in con- 
temporary history among young 
people, and notably you helped to 
ensure that the young generation 
learns about the dangers of ant- 
isemitism and racism. This has 
been appreciated by the -small 
Jewish commuity in Vienna. Now 
if you continue the Austrian Mid- 
dle East policy, do you see this as a 
contradiction to or a break with 
your enlightening work as min- 
ister of education? 

A: On the coniraiy. We must 
continue this educational work. 
This is a highly important task. 
But this will not prevent us from 
speaking out against the policy of 
a government if it is incompatible 
with human rights or conflicts with 
international order. 

Q: Kreisky and the Austrian 
government played an important 
mediating role in the question of 
the exchange of prisoners between 
the PLO and Israel. What about 
these talks? What can the federal 
government now do in this mat- 
ter? 

A: 1 think the humanitarian role 
the former federal chancellor was 


able to play in the context of the 
contacts on the question of the 
exchange of prisoners and in par- 
ticular in transmitting news to the 
prisoners' relatives was made pos- 
sible by his great prestige, the int- 
erna lionat respect he enjoyed, and 
his great experience. He very del- 
iberately refused to act as a pol- 
itical mediator. I do not know if 
and how it will be possible, given 
current developments in the Mid- 
dle East, to continue these hum- 
anitarian efforts. But in view of 
ourgeneral position in foreign pol- 
icy. where we attach such greai 
importance to all humanitarian 
questions in international rel- 
ations. Austria will of course also 
be available in the Middle East if 
we are wanted. We will help whe- 
rever we can. 

Q: Israel and Gemayefs Beirut 
government have signed a troop 
withdrawal agreement without 
including Syria or the PLO who 
also have troops stationed in Leb- 
anon. especially in the north. The 
subs Lance oF the agreement as well 
as the fact that they were pre- 
sented with a fait accompli have 
prompted Damascus as well as the 
left and the Muslims in Beirut to 
reject the agreement. How do you 
see the situation? 

A: I do not want to comment on 
the details of that agreement. The 
Lebanese people and the leaders 
of that country are in a very very 
difficult situation. After so many 
years of war and civil war. there is 
a great desire for peace and of 


course it is legitimate for every 
country to wish to be free of for- 
eign troops and foreign armed 
unit’s. We know that from our own 
experience. In all these years of 
the Lebanese crisis. Austria has 
supported Lebanon, with which 
we have very long-standing and 
particularly good relations, in its 
aspirations for the preservation of 
its unity and the restoration of full 
sovereignty over its whole ter- 
ritory. But precisely the Lebanese 
situation shows how difficult it is 
to solve partial problems in that 
region as long as no solution to the 
basic problem, the question of the 
Palestinians has been found. So 
we must also tiy to understand 
■why Syria and the Palestinians are 

unhappy about the agreement. 

Q: Internationa] public opinion 
has increasingly come to reject 
Begin's policies. All this — as well 
as the moderate course which the 
PLO have been pursuing for a 
long time now and their readiness 
for a dialogue ~ have not pro- 
imped the Israeli government to 
change their policy either with 
regard to Lebanon or in the occ- 
upied areas. Con we or can't we 
expect any change in this respect? 

A: The situation in the Middle 
East has certainly not become bet- 
ter lately, rather it has become still 
worse. I do not know whether the 
Israeli government will change 
their policy. One can only hope 
they will. The PLO’s moderate 
course and readiness for dialogue 
which you mentioned has not so 


far led to any result, and so we now 
see radical forces getting stronger. 
Those people who have lost hope 
that (here will be a compromise in 
the foreseeable future. 

Thus ihe things are happening 
of which Bruno Kreisky has alw- 
ays warned, which he has always 
feared. We can only hope that the 
time will come when reasonable 
people will sit down at the neg- 
otiating table on both sides, peo- 
ple who are strong enough to get a 
solution accepted. A moderate 
course by one side will not be suc- 
cessful and cannot Iasi when it 
finds no echo on the other side. 

Q: According to the latest polls 
taken in Israel itself, the pop- 
ularity of the right-wing gov- 
ernment has declined. Israeli pub- 
lic opinion — as one can also sec 
from the mass demonstrations 
against Begin's policy — is bec- 
oming increasingly critical. Do 
you see a chance of a peaceful sol- 
ution through a swing of opinion 
in Israel? 

A: 1 have not seen this poll, and 
in general you have to beware of 
overrating opinion polls. But so 
far as the chance of a peace ful sol- 
ution is concerned. 1 think it will 
hardly be possible for Israel by its- 
elf to achieve peaceful solutions. 
Israel's friends — I am thinking in 
particular of the United States -- 
win have a most important role to 
play in this context. 

Q: What do you think should 
such a peaceful solution in the 
Middle East look like? What steps 


should be taken now? What could 
'Austria do in this direction? 

A: 1 have here on my desk the 
Foreign Policy Report of l*^. It 
says that in Austria's view a sol- 
ution to the crisis in (he Middle 
East is only possible through a pol- 
icy which recognise* four tacts: 

-III Israel is u reality and. like 
any other state, has a right to rec- 
ognition and secure borders. 

— (2 1 The Palestinian people 
arc also a reality, and like any 
other nation they have national 
rights which must be respected. 

-- (3) The Palestine Liberation 
Organisation (PLO I is generally 
recognised by the Palestinians as 
their representative body Hence 
whoever wants to talk to the Pal- 
estinians has to talk to the PLO. 
And I may add that this is true 
regardless who may be the leaders 
of that organisation. \»ii cannot 
pick your own partner* in such 
talks, and only the Palestinians 
themsebes can decide who is to 
speak tor them. 

-- i-M Force cannot and must 
not be a means tor the legitimate 
acquisition of territories, and this 
means that Israel must withdraw 
from the occupied areas. 

Those w ere the principles w hieh 
we thought right in l u 7‘«. and they 
are still valid today . 

On the whole. In «w ever, niv 
view o! the situation in the Middle 
East is pessimistic. Unfortunately 
I can sec no reason tor optimism at 
the moment 


Gulbenkian finally honours modem art

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World oil glut may hit 
Egyptian workers abroad

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LISBON — In defiance of its 
Armenian oil-magnate benefactor 
and Portuguese ecologists, Lis- 
bon's major an centre, the Gul- 
benkian Foundation, has opened a 
new gallery dedicated to Modern 
An. 

The gallery, a bright, airy str- 
ucture on three levels that creeps 
up a slope in the landscaped gro- 
unds of the foundation, bouses 
works by Ponuguese and foreign 
artists as well as a vast archive to 
allow frequent changes in exhibits. 

Although it took only three 
years to build, the Modem An 
Centre's supporters had to ove- 
rcome many hurdles before they 
could give British architect Sir 
Leslie Martin the go-ahead to 
begin construction. 

The siting of the gallery ran into 
opposition from a powerful 
“green lobby‘s anxious to preserve 
Lisbon's limited open spaces. 

And. because the foundation 
statutes did not allow for a sup- 
plementary collection of modem 
works, critics felt the project was 
not in the spirit of founder Cal- 


ouste Gulbenkian. 

Gulbenkian,- an oil multi- 
millionaire with a passion for art 
who died in Lisbon in 1955 at the 
age of *6. had little time for works 
later than the Impressionists. 

In a letter to a German an col- 
lector. Gulbenkian said he had a 
very eclectic taste in art but con- 
tinued: “Very late Impressionist 


painting does not interest me. 1 
remain faithful to old. more or less 
classical traditions.” 

Known as Mr. Five per cent. 
Gulbenkian made his fortune lar- 
gely from his five per cent stake in 
the Iraq Petroleum Company in 
1928. during the early days of oil 
exploration in the Middle East. 

Turkish-born and British- 
educated, he arrived in Portugal in 


1942 searching for a peaceful 
place untouched by World War II. 

He loved the country and sta- 
yed. leaving his fortune to be set 
up as a foundation with hea- 
dquarters in Lisbon, dedicated to 
an. education. Third World dev- 
elopment and aid for Armenian 
communities. 

Gulbenkian wished his priceless 


an collection, with 3.000 works 
ranging from Rubens to Monet to 
be housed under one roof and in 
1969. die foundation's gallerywas 
built in' extensive grounds irt 'Lis- 
bon. 

Since then the gallery’s fine an 
department, spearheaded by 
Foundation President Jose de 
Azeredo Perdigao. has been acq- 
uiring modem art works, par- 


ticularly by Portuguese artists. 

Perdigao defended the Modem 
Art gallery project, saying Gul- 
benkian gave the trustees a free 
hand in the way they organised the 
foundation for the benefit of all 
forms of art. 

“Art. Gulbenkian knew very 
well, is not a static product of 
man's creation... it is in constant 
evolution...,'* Perdigao said at the 
gallery's inauguration by Por- 
tuguese President Antonio Ram- 
alho Eanes on July 20. the 28th 
anniversary of Gulbenkian's 
death. 

“Calouste Gulbenkian sea- 
rched for beauty whatever its per- 
iod or the form it assumed." he 
added. 

The gallery’s 6.200 square met- 
res (7.4U0 square yards) occupy a 
considerable area of the fou- 
ndation park but its structure fits 
neatly into the landscape, sur- 
rounded by statues, including a 
Henry Moore reclining nude, and 
new lawns. 

The centre provides the first 
opportunity for a comprehensive 
exhibition of Portuguese art. until 
now mostly limited to small ill- 
attended galleries. 


CAIRO — The decline in the 
world oil market due to falling 
demand could deal a heavy blow 
to Egypt's second most valuable 
export —its manpower. 

About three million Egyptian 
workers, one in 15 of the pop- 
ulation. are employed in the oil- 
rich countries of the Gulf. The 
money they sent home used to. 
exceed the sums earned by Egypt 
for the sale of its own oil. 

Now the picture is changing. 
The long lines of workers que- 
ueing at airline offices in Cairo 
have doubts whether the move 
abroad will bring them the riches 
they hope. * 

There are fears thal'the oil glut 
could result in a Nigeria-style 
exodus of foreign workers from 
the Gult leading to intensification 
of Egypt's already difficult eco- 
nomic plight. 


Nigeria's output fell below 
7 iii i.UtKi barrels a day early this 
year when demand for oil plu- 
nged. and it ordered thousands of 
foreign workers from nei- 
ghbouring African countries to 
leave. 

A world oil glut has forced 
member states of the Organisation 
of Petroleum Exporting Countries 
(OPEC) to reduce its benchmark 
oil price from $34 a barrel to $29. 

Egypt has for years been pro- 
viding teachers, doctors, skilled 
and unskilled workers and pea- 
sants to Arab countries, par- 
ticularly since the heyday of the oil 
boom. 

Demand for Egyptian workers 
shifts from one Arab country to 
the other, depending on ups and 
downs in diplomatic relations 
between Egypt and its Arab nei- 
ghbours. 

At present the bulk of workers 
go to Iraq and Jordan, while a few 
years ago they went to Libya when 


relations were good with Libyan 
leader Muammar Qadhafi. 

But with the world oil glut and 
the sharp decline in oil prices. 
Egyptian labour is expected to suf- 
fer. seriously affecting the sorely 
needed foreign currency rem- 
ittances. 

A Central Bank report for 
198U82 said transfers from Egy- 
ptians working abroad fell bv 
about $803 million or 33.2 per 
cent over the previous year, dro- 
pping from a total $2.5 billion to 
$1.7 billion. 

“The world recession and the 
drop in oil prices were bound to 
affect foreijp currency transfers 
and the Ministry of Economy is at 
present making contingency plans 
■ to face a possible partial return of 
the labour force abroad." Eco- 
nomy Minister Mustapha Kamel 
said. 

Although there is as yet no cri- 
sis. the Egyptian government is 
now devoting its attention to org- 


anising the hitherto inemciem jnd 
haphazard channels of recruiting 
Egyptian labour to ihe oil-rich 
Gull states. 

In many Egyptian * illages. up to 
h«i per cent or more of the male 
population are working abroad. 
Egyptian migrant workers in Iraq 
and Libya are being increasingly 
used for agricultural work, rep- 
lacing nationals recruited to the 
army. 

Most cash comes trout Saudi 
Arabia, because it draws the Egy- 
ptian professional and skilled 
working classes. 

It said many peasants had been 
lured into such jobs as street swe- 
eping and garbage collection in 
sweltering heal, that they dressed 
in rags and lived in huts rem- 
iniscent of the stone age for sub- 
sistence wages. 

Others were reported to have 
been recruited to the Iraq army for 
the war with Iran.

LONDON (R » — Britain’s largest 
manufacturing company. Imperial 
Chemical Industries (ICI). Thu- 
rsday reported robust profits for 
the first half of 1983. spurred in 
large part by a weaker pound Ste- 
rling- 

Favourable rates of exchange 
accounted for almost half of the 
£153 million (5232 million) inc- 
rease over profits for the com- 
parable period of last year. 

ICI is a pillar of the British eco- 
nomy and it has also been a fav- 
ourite share buy for American 
investors recently. 

Total pre-tax profits in the first 
half of £298 million ($453 mil- 
lion) were double the £ 1 45 million 
IS220 million) posted in the same 
1982 period. 

Second quarter pre-tax profits 
totalled £17U million (5258 mil- 
lion) compared with £128 million 
(SI 94 million) in the first quarter. 

Market analysts said ICI had 
been trading on the currency mar- 
kets during the* most recent qua- 
rter. a new development. 

Mr. Stuart Walmsley of sto- 
ckbrokers W. Greenwell com- 
mented: "They did it well this 
time, but next time they may go 
wrong.” 

Xerox 

profits 

decline 

NEW YORK (R) — The Xerox 
Corporation, number one in the 
copier business. Thursday rep- 
orted that its profits declined in 
the second quaner of this year and 
said cena/n items that helped the 
company do as well as it did in the 
first half would not be present in 
the last six months of the year. 

Profits declined for the com- 
pany to S J 53 million in the second 
quaner from SI 61 million in the 
corresponding period of last year. 
Revenues rose to $2.16 billion 
from S2.1 1 billion. 

For the half, profits rose to $282 
million from S271 million in the 
first six months of 1 982. as rev- 
enues rose to S4.17 billion from 
S4.ll billion. However, per share 
earnings declined to S2.73 from 
S3 JO because there were 10 mil- 
lion more shares outstanding- 


Japan’s trade surplus 
route to record high 


TOKYO (R) — Figures released 
Friday show this year's Japanese 
trade surplus has already topped 
SI 2 billion and is now set for a 
record high. 

The finance ministry said Japan 
exported 52.77 billion more in 
June than it imported, taking the 
trade surplus for the first half of 
1983 to SI 2.74 billion compared 
with just $7.75 billion for the first 
six months of 1982. 

Economists said the figure for 
1 983 is now bound to reach a rec- 
ord high, approaching some S3u 
billion. This compares with SI 8 
billion for 1982. 

The news has prompted fears of 
further complaints from major 
trading partners in North America 
and Europe. 

In an interview with Reuters 
Thursday . Japanese Trade Min- 
ister Sosuke Uno appealed to the 
linked States and European Eco- 
nomic Community (EEC) mem- 
bers to make greater efforts to sell 
their products in Japan. 

"I sometimes feel foreign peo- 
ple should make more effort to 
know about Japan and try and sell 
harder in the Japanese market." 
he said. 

A new wave of Japanese pro- 
ducts. from tiny micro-chips to 
industrial plants, is reaching for- 
eign shores as world recovery spr- 
eads through the major industrial 
nations. 

At the same time Japan benefits 
from falling oil prices more than 


anyone because the country imp- 
orts about 99 per cent of the oil it 
consumes. 

Major Japanese trading houses 
have said their export orders in 
June were 49 per cent higher than 
in June last year. 

The growing Japanese surplus 
has triggered widespread com- 
plaints overseas, especially from 
countries carrying trade deficits, 
such as the United States. 

Economists at the Japanese 
Nomura Research Institute said of 
the growing Japanese surplus: 
"This will add to international 
pressure to make the Japanese' 
market more accessible for for- 
*eign products." 

Foreign countries like Britain. 
France and the United States have 
said Japan must do more to import 
their manufactured products to 
end a lop-sided Hiding tendency. 

Sir Hugh Cortazzi. British amb- 
assador to Japan, said recently: 
"The international trading sys- 
tem. the preservation of which is 
of such vital self-interest to Japan, 
will come under increasing strain 
unless Japan imports more man- 
ufactured goods.” 

In recent talks Japan has agreed 
to restrain exports to major tra- 
ding nations, but still the surplus 
keeps rising. 

Mr. Uno told Reuters: "I feel 
trade friction is not something of 
course which is very desirable, and 
it is all the better if we can era- 
dicate it. which is something we 


have to try to do." 

Mr. Uno said Japan had about 
27.UIKI businessmen overseas, 
while the total workforce of for- 
eign companies in Japan was only 
3.400. 

"Frankly speaking, when you 
ask me is it really possible for 
Japan to import to make a sub- 
stantia] contribution to a red- 
uction of the deficit of other cou- 
ntries. the answer is that it is very 
difficult.” he said. 

The United States has accused 
Japan of maintaining restrictions 
on foreign products and nu- 
rturing major industries behind 
protective barriers before unl- 
eashing their exporting energy 
across the globe. 

The finance ministry said 
Japan's current account balance of 
payments figure, which took into 
account invisible trade such as 
shipping, insurance and tourism, 
was $2.22 billion in surplus in 
June. 

This look the half-year total to 
above $7 billion against SI .67 bil- 
lion- in the first half of 1982. 

Earlier Friday further signs of 
Japan's emergence from recession 
came with an official ann- 
ouncement that unemployment 
fell to 1.48 million in June from 
1.58 million in May. 

Japan still had one of the 
world's lowest inflation rates, at 
two per cent in June against 2.7 
per cent the previous month, off- 
icials added. 


Tanker 

market 

discounts 

threat 

LONDON (R) — The oil tanker 
market has shown lit tie reaction to 
Iran’s statement earlier this week 
that it would block oil exports thr- 
ough the Gulf if Iraq disrupted 
Iranian oil shipments, according 
to tanker brokers here. 

But they said shipowners and oil 
companies were closely watching 
developments in the area and will 
have noted the U.S. statement 
that it would preserve freedom of 
navigation in the Gulf if Iran car- 
ried out its threat. 

They said any disruption of Gulf 
oil supplies could result in a sta- 
mpede to load in Mediterranean 
oil terminals and other producing 
areas. 
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'I know you wanted to sound classy, 
but there's no such thing as 
rose beer."

Navy ships off Nicaragua 



ress baulks at Reagan 


PANAMA CITY (R) — U.S. navy manoeuvres off 
Nicaragua cast a shadow Friday over a conference of 
nine Latin American foreign ministers trying to 
avert a war in Central America. 


The ihree-day meeting of five 
Central American nations and the 
Contadora group of Mexico. Ven- 
ezuela. Colombia and Panama, 
began Thursday night after Hon- 
duras and Nicaragua traded harsh 
words over a U.S. show of military 
strength in war games involving 1»> 
warships and up to 4.i>ui) combat 
troops. 

And in Washington, the House 
of Representatives dealt a major 
rebuff to President Reagan, voting 
to cut off all undercover aid for 
Honduran-based Nicaraguan reb- 
els trying to topple the leftist gov- 
ernment in Managua. 

The 22X to 1 *-*5 vote ended two 


days of bitter debate over Mr. 
Reagan's moves to foil what he 
calls a Soviet-Cuban-Nicaraguan 
attempt to take over Central 
America. It reflected mounting 
alarm over U.S. military inv- 
olvement in the region and con- 
gressmen said they believed the 
vote could force a change of White 
House policy. 

In the Costa Rican capital of 
San Jose. President Luis Alberto 
Monge told reporters the U.S. and 
the Soviet Union were heading for 
a Central America showdown. 

In Panama. Nicaraguan Foreign 
Minister Miguel D'escoto told 
reporters that progress at the 


three-dav conference would be 
very difficult if the U.S. went 
ahead with plans to station war- 
ships off Nicaragua. 

The U.S. southern military 
command said eight of the 1 9 war- 
ships were not far from Nicaragua. 

Father D'escoto charged the 
navy manoeuvres "proved the 
U.S.... is doing everything possible 
to make sure the Contadora ini- 
tiative fails." 

Honduran Foreign Minister 
Edgardo Paz Barnica. defended 
the exercises, which included two 
Ll.S. carriers with 140 aircraft, as 
necessary to dissuade Nicaragua 
from attacking his country. 

He quoted press reports that 1 2 
Soviet freighters loaded with arms 
were heading for Nicaragua. Fat- 
her D'escoLo said he wished the 
reports were true. 


The row over the war games 
overshadowed the Contadora 
group’s main goal to peisuade 
Honduras. Nicaragua. El Sal- 
vador. Guatemala and Costa Rica 
to adopt its peace plan. 

Father D’escoto called for the 
conference to focus on the U.S. 
□aval movements. Some Latin 
Americans fear the warships' pre- 
sence could turn into a blockade of 
Nicaragua, charged by Mr. Rea- 
gan with r unnin g Soviet-bloc arms 
to leftists in the region. 

“ We came here willing to have a 
dialogue but the ( manoeuvres) are 
a pistol pointed at our head." Fat- 
her D'escoto said.

In Islamabad, visiting Chinese 
Foreign Minister Wu Xueqian 
said Peking strongly opposed for- 
eign intervention in the affairs of 
Central American states. 


Taiwan rejects peace overture by Deng 


TAIPEI (Rt —Taiwan rejected a 
peace ofler from Peking and des- 
cribed the latest overture from 
Chinese leader Deng Xiaoping as 
a communist trick. 

A foreign ministry spokesman 
said in a statement that the 
Nationalist-ruled island would 
never seek any compromise with 
Peking. 

The spokesman said by that 
making the offer, in an interview 


with U.S. Prof. Winston Yang. 
Mr. Deng was trying to project an 
image of Peking as peace-loving in 
order to fool the world. 

He said Mr. Deng's proposal, 
which included allowing Taiwan 
to maintain its armed forces, did 
not go beyond what Peking had 
offered in recent years. 

Mr. Yang earlier told Reuters in 
New York that Mr. Deng had out- 
lined new concessions Peking 


would make to achieve reu- 
nification with Taiwan during an 
interview in Peking on June 26. 

He said the most important 
concession was that Taiwan could 
continue to acquire weapons from 
foreign countries. 

The island could also retain 


"appropriate" status in int- 
ernational organisations and rel- 
ations with foreign countries, he 
added. 


The foreign ministry spo- 
kesman said Taiwan would only 
agree to peaceful reunification if 
Peking renounced communism. 

He said the communists had not 
abandoned their efforts to take 
Taiwan by force. 

“We hope the free world will 
remember what Peking had pro- 
mised to the Tibetans before and 
the eventual coramunisation of 
Tibet." he said. 


COLOMBO (R) — Panic swept 
through Colombo Friday and tho- 
usands of office workers rushed 
htpme early after reports that the 
Sri Lankan capital, already tom by 
riots this week, had been inf- 
iltrated by guerrillas. 

Government spokesman Dou- 
glas Liyanage confirmed to rep- 
orters that 12 men suspected of 
belonging to a guerrilla movement 
had been arrested and taken to a 
police station in the centre of the 
city. 

There was no confirmation of 
rumours that the 1 2 had been sni- 
ping at troops from buildings. 

Ethnic violence erupted in Col- 
ombo and other areas after gue- 
rrillas seeking a separate state for 
minority T amils killed 13 soldiers 
in an ambush last Saturday. 

The majority Sinhalese ret- 
aliated by attacking shops, fac- 
tories and homes of Tamils and 
killing more than ISO people, acc- 


ording to unofficial estimates. The 
official death toll for the whole of 
the islaod is now close to 100. 


Mr. Liyanage said police had 
reported 73 deaths in the Col- 
ombo area since Saturday. They 
included 52 Tamils massacred in 
two riots at a prison and nine peo- 
ple killed Thursday at a railway 
station after they were found to be 
carrying bombs and pistols. 

■ He said the evacuation of Tamil 
refugees from Colombo to Jaffna, 
400 kilometres to the north, sta- 
rted Friday. 

One ship with 350 people has 
sailed while another will leave dur- 
ing the weekend with 400 more. 
About 8,000 of the 35.000 ref- 
ugees in Colombo have said they 
want to go to Jaffna. 

Mr. Liyanage said refugees in 
Colombo were housed in nine 
camps while there were thousands 
of others in relief centres at the 


Mr. Jayewardene announced 
Thursday night that legislation 
would be passed in parliament, 
next Thursday outlawing political 
parties campaigning for a separate 
state and their members would be 
stripped of civic rights. 


Kapitsa to pay official visit to Peking 


PEKING (R) — Soviet Deputy 
Foreign Minister Mikhail Kapitsa 
will visit Peking in late August or 
early September, his first visit for 
many years as a guest of the Chi- 
nese government. East European 
sources said Friday. 

Mr. Kapitsa, a specialist in Chi- 
nese affairs, frequently visits Pek- 
ing as guest of the Soviet amb- 
assador but has now been invited 
by Deputy Foreign Minister Qian 
Qichen. the sources said. 

Western diplomats said an inv- 
itation from the government was a 
further indication of the slight 


thaw in Sino-Soviet relations that 
has taken place m the last year. 


The East European sources said 
Mr. Kapitsa had been invited to 
visit Peking to discuss int- 
ernational issues, which were 
bound to include the bitter Sino- 
Soviet dispute which has gone on 
for more than 20 years. 


in Peking, the sources added. 

Wesrern diplomats said that 
although the Weinberger visit ind- 
icated a marked improvement m 
Sino-U.S. relations in the last few 
weeks. Peking was anxious to rem- 
ind Washington there were still 
serious differences between them. 


Mr. Kapitsa's planned visit is 
directly linked with a trip to Pek- 
ing by U.S. Defence Secretary 
Caspar Weinberger from Sept. 25 
to 29 and is pan of attempts by 
Moscow to increase its influence- 


"Kapitsa's visit will remind the 
Americans that the Chinese do 
not pin all their hopes on better 
relations with the United States 
and that Moscow has its att- 
ractions for them too" one dip- 
lomat commented.

No bridge tournament is 
without its share of amusing 
hands. Consider this example 
from the recent Fall North 
American Championships in 
Minneapolis. 


We were not given an ex- 
planation of the bidding, in 
particular of North’s cue-bid 
of three hearts. Suffice it to 
say that neither South nor 
North was reticent at any 
stage of the auction. The 


result was a slam that was 
distinctly against the odds. 
And the only thing we can 
say about West’s vulnerable 
weak jump overcall is don’t* 
even look at it. But it did play 
a vital part in the outcome of 
the hand. 

West led a spade, and as 
soon as dummy hit the table, 
declarer remarked: “Well, 
I'm off the two top clubs, but 
obviously they’re 1-1." 
Declarer could be sure of 
that, for had either defender 
started with both trump 
honors, he would have 
doubled six clubs! 

Declarer won the ace of 
spades and ruffed a spade. To 
make the hand, he had to 
eliminate diamonds as an 
exit suit for the defenders 
and hope for an end play. So 
he cashed his three top 
diamonds and exited with a 
trump, and was delighted to 
find that it was West who 
had to win the trick while 
East's king came tumbling 
down. 

Since a spade would give 
declarer his contract via a 
ruff-and-slulf, West exited 
with a heart. Confident that 
he knew the heart position 
because of West's overcall, 
declarer played the queen 
from the table. Unfortunate- 
ly that fetched the king from 
East — down one! 


Reagan selects tough judge to 


head commission ‘ against the mob’ 


WASHINGTON (R> - President 
Reagan, vowing to “break the 
power of the mob." has created a 
special commission headed by one. 
of America's toughest judges to 
recommend ways of crippling org- 
anised crime. 

The chairman of the 20- 
member president’s commission 
on organised crime. Judge Irving 
Kaufman of New York, said its 
task was to root out "a pervasive 
cancer spreading throughout ail 
levels of society.” 

Mr. Reagan said in a ceremony 
in the White House Rose Garden 
that the commission would hold 
public hearings over a three-year 
period on organised crime and 
recommend legislation to smash 
criminal syndicates. 


“The time has come for all of 
us to assist in the fight to break the 
power of the mob in America." he 
said. 

Judge Kaufman, who passed 
long sentences on mobsters arr- 
ested at a secret “crime con- 
vention" in New York state 23 
years ago. made clear that a prime 
aim of the commission would be to 
investigate the smuggling and dis- 
tribution of illicit drugs. 

Attorney General William 
French Smith told reporters at a 
briefing that one target would be 
"Japanese organised crime spr- 
eading its tentacles into Hawaii 
and the West Coast." 

William Webster, head of the 
Federal Bureau of Investigation 
(FBI), said Japan’s Yak use syn- 


dicate. with hundreds of tho- 
usands of members, was trying to 
get control of U.S. businesses thr- 
ough criminal and corrupt act- 
ivities. 


Judge Kaufman, who is chief 
judge of the U.S. court of appeals 
for the second circuit including 
New York State, said the drug 
trade had been a “pipsqueak pro- 
blem" when he acted 23 years ago, 
but now had grown to a S79 billion 
a year business.

Detective William Welch told a 
court that three different fin- 
gerprint tests were carried out on 
the murder weapon alleged to 
have been used by 33-year-old 
Marvin Pancoast but they all pro- 
ved negative. 

Mr. Pancoast's lawyer Arthur 
Barens replied: "There is no evi- 
dence my client was ever in Mor- 
gan's house. 1 don't think anyone 
specifically knows what hap- 
pened." 

Mr. Pancoasl. an unemployed 
clerk, was said by police to have 
walked into a police station and 
confessed to battering the dark- 
haired ex-actress to death in her 
Hollywood apartment. 

Ms. Morgan made headlines 
last year when she sued mil- 
lionaire Alfred Bloomingdale. a 
close friend of Mr. Reagan and 


one of his so-called kitchen cab- 
inet advisers, and his wife Besty 
for $10 million. She claimed he 
had promised to support her for 
life after a 1 2-year affair. 


Mr. Bloomingdale died soon 
after the suit was filed and Ms. 
Morgan's claims were later 
thrown out of court. Police said 
she was almost destitute when she 
was killed on July 8. 

Four days after she died, Los 
Angeles lawyer Robert Steinberg 
said he was given three films by a 
“mystery blonde" showing Mr. 
Bloomingdale. Ms. Morgan, two 
senior Reagan administration off- 
icials and others at kinky sex par- 
ties. He said the woman wanted 
them to be used to bargain for Mr. 
Pancoasl. but the following day 
they were stolen from his office. 

A court official said Mr. Ste- 
inberg was among defence wit- 
nesses listed for the hearing, being 
held to decide whether Pancoast 
should stand trial. 

Mr. Pancoast, who has pleaded 
’ not guilty and not guilty by reason 


of insanity to the kflling. rep- 
eatedly wrung his hands when he 
appeared in court Thursday. 

He was alleged by police to have 
lived in Ms. Morgan's home for 
three weeks before she was mur- 
dered. Mr. Pan coast told reporters , 
in jail interviews: “I just wanted 
her to be quiet and go to sleep. I 
was tired." 


A baseball bat. with about a 
dozen hairs clotted to its surface, 
was shown in court and after det- 
ective Welch said the fingerprint 
tests had proved negative. lawyer 
Barens asked in cross- 
examination: 


“You don’t have any evidence 
... that Marvin Pancoast ever had 
his hand on the baseball bat?" 

" No. I do not." Mr. Welch rep- 
lied. 

Mr. Welch also said Ms. Mor- 
gan's bedroom, in which she was 
murdered, was in total disarray. 

“Like it was ransacked"? Mr. 
Barens asked. 

"You could say that." Mr. 
Welch replied. 


Indonesian government admits its 


security agents behind mystery killings 


JAKARTA (R) — Government 
security agents have killed hun- 
dreds of suspected or known cri- 
minals in Indonesia, former army 
strongman LL-Gen. Ali Murtopo 
was quoted as saying. 

Li.-Gen. Murtopo's remarks, 
quoted widely by local new- 
spapers. were the first official 
admission that government agents 
were behind the summary exe- 
cutions. estimated by newspapers 
to number more than 500. 

"The shooting of the criminals 
could be fully accounted for and 
was done according to the sti- 
pulations of the defence and sec- 
urity ministry," said Lt.-Gen. 
Murtopo, former information 
minister and now deputy- 
chairman of the supreme advisory 
council. 

He said conventional ways of 
fighting crime could not be used in 
Indonesia and “the big question 
was. should we wipe out crime or 


not? The answer was yes, for the 
sake of the people". 

After that decision was taken. 
Lt.-Gen. Murtopo added, “the 
people at large were relieved and 
happy". i 

Lt.-Gen. Murtopo, once a pow- 
erful army general close to Pre- 
sident Suharto often acting as his 
trouble-shooter, was information 
minister until dropped from the 
cabinet in March- 
Later be was appointed deputy 
chairman of the supreme advisory 
council which advises the pre- 
sident on important matters. 

Lt.-Gen. Murtopo said drastic 
measures had to be taken against 
criminals to prevent the situation 
from deteriorating as it had in 
Italy and Japan. 

He intimated that if left unc- 
hecked criminals in Indonesia 
could develop into a terrorist org- 
anisation like Italy’s Red Brigades^ 
or the Red Army group in Japan.* 


Before Lt.-Gen. Murtopo’s sta- 
tement high-ranking officials had 
said they were glad the crime rate 
in many parts of the country had 
fallen but had stopped short of 
admitting the killings were done 
by government agents. 

A spokesman for the Central 
Java military command has denied 
allegations that the military or pol- 
ice were involved in the murders. 
Lt.-CoL Antono Margi told the 
official Antara news agency the 
dead people had been killed in 
gang warfare. 

Lt.-Gen. Murtopo told local' 
reporters the government was 
paying attention to criticism of the 
killin gs from within and the cou- 
ntry and abroad. , . 

There has been no official body 
count but a Jakarta newspaper 
said this week at least 553 people 
had been murdered by uni- 
dentified gunmen since early this 
year. 


Reagan says he is not 
prejudiced against blacks 


WASHINGTON (R)~ President 
Reagan, in a new attempt to ove- 
rcome hostility from blacks, has 
defended himself against acc- 
usations of racism. 

Speaking to the National Cou- 
ncil of Negro Women at a White 
House reception, he said be had 
acquired a totally false image and 
was in fact fully opposed to pre- 
judice and bigotry. 

Mr. -Reagan has long com- 
plained about allegations that he is 
a “rich man’s president" not int- 
erested in minorities or the poor. 
He is now trying to win black votes 
for a re-election campaign he will 
probably fight next year. 

He said his administration had a 
good record in defending civil 
rights and working to improve 
conditions for blacks. 

But he felt self-conscious def- 
ending himself, he added, because 
the popular image of him might . 
make some of the audience doubt 
his sincerity. 


Earlier Thursday Reagan agr- 
eed to withdraw his nomination of 
a southern Republican to an off- 
icial post after Congressmen dec- 
ided that some of the nominee’s 
activities were anti-black. 

Thomas Ellis, nominated as a 
member of the government’s 
board for international bro- 
adcasting. testified to the senate 
foreign relations committee that 
he once served with a group which 
financed research to try to prove 
blacks genetically inferior to whi- 
les. 

In the confirmation hearings 
Mr. Ellis also said he belonged to 
an all-white country club, had ext- 
ensive holdings in South Africa 

Mr. Reagan agreed to withdraw 
the nomination at the request of 
both the committee and Mr. EUis. 
who complained, however, that 
the criticism of him was an attempt 
by Democrats to drive a wedge 
between Mr. Reagan and the 
black community.
